Britain Has 
Had A-Bomb, 
Official Says 


Special to The Constitution 

LONDON — British newspapers 
announced this morning that Brit- 
ain has had at least one atom 
bomb for two years and that plus 
tonium is being produced for more 
bombs in two atomic piles. 

England, according to this re 
port, which is attributed to a high 
source, evidently succeeded in 
making an atom bomb before Rus> 
sia, which announced this Fall that 
it had broken the United States’ 
monopoly in this field 

No information was available on 
how many bombs England has, but 
the press stated that scientists be- 
lieve the British bomb to be the 
world’s most destructive. 

Only last Monday the Labor 
government refused to disclose in 
the House of Commons whether 
this country was able to maké 
atom bombs. Minister of Supply 
George Strauss said-“It would not 
be in the public interest” for him 
to answer a question about bombe 
making put by John Platts-Mills, 
a Leftist.

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Keep the USSR Bulletin Out of Schools 


The USSR Bulletin has caused a stir 
in the schools over the nation—some 20 
having acted before Atlanta. 


The bulletin is a magazine-type publi- 
cation, published twice monthly. The 
United States publishes a bulletin in Rus- 
sia, where it is so enthusiastically received 
the Russians are troubled by it. The U.S. 
publication is not propaganda in the mean- 
ing of the word. It tells the story of the 
real America—not the America of gang- 
sters, movie love nests and so on. The 
Russians read the 50,000 copies avidly. 
What is more, we charge for our maga- 
zine of information and the price is a 
healthy one—about 90 cents per copy. 


The Soviet bulletin is different. 


Banning it is amply justified because 
of its character, although in some few 
places there is a dispute about it. New 
York school authorities are permitting the 
bulletin to appear in classrooms to show 
how distorted and amusing Soviet propa- 
ganda can be. We sincerely and most se- 
riously doubt the wisdom of this. Unless 
the teacher handling it in all classes is a 
skillful and persuasive counterpropagan- 
dist the Soviet aims would be readily 
achieved. We think such a plan proper 
for college level, but not at all for gram- 
mar or high school grades. In any event, 
we do not believe school libraries the 
place for publications which are created 
for the purpose of. distorting facts and 
have that one aim only. We are a people 
inundated with propaganda from all the 
pressure groups of America-—labor unions, 
business groups, farm organizations, po- 
litical parties, as well as crackpot organi- 
zations of all kinds. These are not care- 
fully placed in school libraries and should 
not be. 


The Soviet propaganda is amusing to 
any adult with just average intelligence. 
The current issue, for example, speaks 
of the fact the Soviet Constitution is a 
vivid charter of freedom under which its 
people enjoy freedoms and privileges “un- 
known in bourgeois countries.” It speaks 
of the guarantees of universal suffrage, 
freedom of religion and of press, and says 
these are “implemented” from time to 
time. 

The fact is, of course, the Soviet Union 
does have a remarkable Constitution, 
which does include these guarantees. But 
the Constitution has never yet been put 
into action because the top rulers of the 
Soviet peoples say the people are not yet 
ready for it. So it is withheld. There is 
no freedom of speech and there is no free 
press. The jails and labor camps, simi- 
lar to our old chain-gang system, without 
the chains, bulge with citizens who have 
spoken against the Government. Even 
musicians are jailed because their music 
does not reflect the desired Stalinesque 
attitude. 

The current issue also carries an attack 
against the United States and there are 
cartoons picturing the United States as a 
warmongering nation seeking to enslave 
the world. 

The Russians are violating the agree- 
ment regarding publication of the maga- 
zines, the one in Russia by the United 
States and their own here. They were not 
supposed to broadcast them to schools, as 
they have done. 

We think it proper to keep them out of 
schools below the college level. The teach- 
ers do not have the time and (by this we 
mean no offense) the information to com- 
bat or counteract the propaganda in the 
USSR Bulletin. 


Honor for Dr. J. Harris Purks 


Announcement was made from New 
York yesterday afternoon that Dr. J. Har- 
ris Purks, Director of the University Cen- 
ter in Georgia, had been nominated tov, 
and had accepted, the position of Associ- 
ate Director of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion’s General Education Board. 


The position, one of the most impor- 
tant ones in the field of American educa- 
tion, has been vacant since the resignation 
of Dr. A. Hollis Edens, who left to be- 
come President of. Duke University. 


Much of the Board’s work will be in 
the field of Southern education and it may 
be assumed this will keep Dr. Purks in 
the South for much of his time, a fact 
which will be of great gratification to 
those who long have known and admired

him for his ability, his forthright intellec- 
tual honesty and his integrity of purpose 
and ideal. 

Dr. Purks was for some time head of 
the physics department at Emory Uni- 
versity. He later became Dean of the col- 
lege of Arts and Sciences. Before and 
during the war he was, by virtue of the 
fact he was one of the nation’s better 
physicists, engaged in work on nuclear 
fission. He now is Chairman of the Oak 
Ridge Institute of Nuclear studies. A na- 
tive of Bartow County, he has given all 
of his adult life to education in Georgia 
and The Atlanta Constitution rejoices that 
so able a man now is in an important na- 
tional position which will enable him to 
give more attention to education in the 
South. 


‘ Douglas, Anderson Nettle the President 


WASHINGTON—The two Senators with whom President Truman right now is most annoyed are 


neither R@publicans nor Dixiecrats. 

One of them—Clinton P. Anderson, of Nev 
Mexico—was Mr. Truman's first Secretary of 
Agriculture and he continued to be a White 
House intimate until he began voicing distaste 
for the farm plan devised by his Cabinet succes- 
sor, Charles F. Brannan. 


Anderson is the headline speaker this week 
at a national convention of the Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, from which Brannan was pointedly ex- 
cluded. 

The second bete noire of the White House 
circle is Paul H. Douglas, of Illinois, who a year 
ago was being hailed by Administration political 


stalwarts as the most tried and true Fair Dealer 


in the whole 1948 Senatorial crop. 

Sen. Douglas still is regarded by most folks 
as a thoroughgoing “liberal,” but some of his in- 
terpretations in action of that title cause his party 
leaders to squirm. 

Shortly before his departure for a Florida 
vacation late last month President Truman was 
bitterly caustic in a press-conference comment on 
a proposal by Douglas that Federal spending be 
decreased by $4,400,000,000 and a tax increase 
avoided. 

Since then Sen. Douglas has come forward 
with a plan for medical care which he says 
would meet the netessities of all needy Ameri- 
cans at about one-third the cost of President Tru- 
man’s plan and without its danger of socialization.

Douglas’ apos- 
tasies was his proposal of a substitute for the 
Taft-Hartiey law, differing mainly in requir- 
ing plant seizure as a prelude.to court injunc- 
tion in the process of stopping big strikes. 
Sen. Douglas confessed that his plan en- 
visaged judicial injunction in that, if a strike 
occurred in a plant under Government opera- 
tion, the President could go to court te out- 
law it. : 


Sen. Douglas’ main economy theme is that 
the American people are developing into a na- 
tion of chiselers. “We must,” he says, “reverse 
the trend: whereby everyone is taking a quick 
grab at the public treasury. Folks have got to 
be sold on letting up—or we will be in trouble.” 

When he gets down to cases on what he con- 
ceives to be the waste and extravagance by his 
fellow Democrats on the executive side of the 
Government, Douglas explodes with such words 
as “scandalous” and “monstrous.” 


- For two reasons the opposition ef Ander- 
son and Douglas is dangerous to the Admin- 
istration. First, they are left-of-center Demo- 


crats, with no taint of either Dixieism or Re- 
publicanism, and everybody knows it. Sec- 
ond, they are exceptionally able and are well 
liked by their Congressional colleagues of all 
factions. 


There is the added fact, in Anderson’s case, 
that he assumed exactly the same positions on 
farm legislation while he was Secretary of Agri- 
culture as now, and for more than three years 
both President Truman and Brannan, then Under- 
secretary of Agriculture, followed his lead with 
never a sign of dissent. 

The latter two changed only after the Re. 
publican 80th Congress passed the Aiken-Hope 
Bill, essentially in accord with Mr. Anderson's 
recommendations. All but one of the nation’s 
leading farm organizations supported Anderson 
then and they are still sticking to him. Brannan 
has tried in vain to wean them away. 

One of the characteristics of President Tru- 
man, noticeable from the beginning of his White 
House tenure, is that he never moves to make up 
with political dissidents. He has cuffed both 
Sens. Anderson and Douglas frequently in pub- 
lic and with each such administration they have 
moved a step farther outside the party line, as 
the White House prescribes it.

A Dangerous State of Defense 


WASHINGTCN—The discussion of a new approach to interna- 
tional control of atomic energy, now going on among the highest 
American policy-makers, may well come to nothing in the end. 
Yet it means, at least, that the somber new situation created by 
the explosion of the Soviet atomic bomb is beginning to be taken 
seriously. This alone is a great gain over the befuddled com- 
placency which was the Administration’s first response to the news 
of last September. 

The current. position may be simply summarized. Leaders of 
the General Advisory Committee of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion have forcefully warned that the new situation in which we 
find ourselves demands a coherent, thought-out policy. The inner 
circle of State Department officials has considered whether a modi- 
fied plan of atomie energy control ought to be discussed with the 
Soviet Union. The problem has gone up to Secretary of State Dean 


G.. Acheson, in whose hands it now rests. 

Obstacles But before Secretary Acheson can recommend to 
the President that we abandon the stringent Baruch 

plan for international control of atomic energy, he must carefully 

consider several major obstacles in the path. 

First, there is the danger of being drawn into one of those bilat- 
eral, exclusive negotiations that the Kremlin has always desired, 
in which the two giant powers, Russia and America, will sit down 
together and divide the world. Second, there is the danger of giving 
an impression of doubt, uncertainty and unreliability, both to the 
Russians and our own allies. Third, there is the danger that our 
own defense plans will be thoroughly disorganized by the “new 
look” at atomic energy policy that is now advocated. 

The first two dangers can certainly be avoided by caution, in- 
genuity and firm action. The third danger, of disorganizing our 
defense planning, will be harder to surmount. Indeed, this diffi- 


-culty is growing every day, since Secretary of Defense Louis John- 


son’s so-called “economy” drive is more and more transforming the 
American stockpile of atomic weapons into a new Maginot Line. 
When atomic weapons look like becoming all the weapons we have, it 
is not easy to talk about demilitarizing atomic energy. 

The position in this regard has recently been worsened, more- 
over, by the planning that has been done since the ratification of 
the Atlantic Pact. We are committed to the defense of Western 
Europe. Both the Europeans and ourselves are aware that the 
weapons being provided under the military aid program are in- 
sufficient to give Western Europe true security. 

The Europeans have also noted the “economy-born” American 
disarmament program. Because we have not much else to offer, 
we have offered the destruction of the Soviet Union’s vital centers 
as our contribution to Western Europe’s defense in case of war. This 
is another American commitment, of almost unimaginable signifi- 


cance. 

There are several comments to be mgde on this 
Unbalance state of affairs, all of them unpleasant. on the first 
place, a measure of general disarmament, to give greater security 
to Western Europe, would probably have to go hand in hand with 
any plan for international atomic energy control. Even so, if 
atomic weapons were outlawed, we should still be called upon to 
make a more serious, more balanced defense effort than we are 
now making. “ 

In the second place, however, there is every reason to believe 
that we ought to make this kind of defense effort in any case. 
As is clear from the remarkable analysis presented in Dr. Van- 
nevar Bush’s “Modern Arms and Free Men,” many leading Scien- 
tists think the whole plan for massive, strategic use of atomic 
weapons may shortly become obsolete. 


Wea ns New means of defense against big bombers, such as 
po ground-to-air guided missiles, are already in the pro- 
totype stage. The Russians, meanwhile, are working overtime to 
provide themselves with the conventional means of defense. The 
whole problem of air attacks on Russian targets may well be trans- 
formed in two or three years’ time by Soviet production of jet 
fighters and the rapidly progressing installation of Soviet air warn- 
ing nets. Yet no comparable air defense is being provided for 
Western Europe, within easy range of Soviet air attack. 

In short, we have made a promise of a specialized contribution 
to the defense of Western Europe, which we may well not be able 
to keep, if and when the time comes. And because of Secretary 
Jehnson's so-called economy, we are increasingly unable to make 
the more general contributions to the strength of the free world 

t this country ought to make. No situation could be more dan- 

or more pernicious. It is to be hoped, therefore, that the 
‘new look” at atomic energy control will be only the beginning 
of a realistic new look at the whole problem of our changing world 
position. '

Why Parents Don't Prosecute 


Editor Constitution: I want to congratulate 
you on your editorial on sex crimes. The only 
trouble with it is it does not pdint out the rea- 
sons why parents refuse to prosecute. As one 
who has had an experience along those lines, I 
want to make a few comments as to reasons why 
people do not prosecute. 

I had a daughter eight years old who was 
molested by. a supposedly respectable man in his 
40s, who was one of the most polite men known 
in the neighborhood. Although it was common 
knowledge in the neighborhood that he had been 
drinking a great deal just prior to the incident 
(and at the time had a grand jury indictment 
against him for drunken driving on which he 
was convicted), my neighbors (not knowing of 
,the indictment on drunken driving) immediately 
sprang to his defense in thoughts, comments and 
as character witnesses (one of them being a 
Sunday School teacher). All of them before the 
jury denied any knowledge of his drinking. 

At police court and county court a bystand- 
er would think the child was being tried as a 
mora] degenerate, according to the defense at- 
torney, instead of the defendant. 


The child was even crucified on the way to 
and from school by the neighborhood children 
with jibes of “liar,” and how would they have 
known if thev had not been told by grownups?’ 
She would come home every day crying as if her 
heart would break. and would rather have died 
than to go to court. 

The man was convicted and the judge regret- 
ted he could only give him 12 months. Yet I 
am an outcast in the neighborhood because I 
did my duty as a citizen and a father. 

Some people wonder why discretion is not 
the better part of valor, but if they ever go 
through the experience my family and I went 
through in our fight for a better moral world, 


they will wonder no more.

There has been a sort of sacredness about 
questioning national defense appropriations 
and cutting into the vast bureaucracy that 
maintains national defense. The fact is that 
40 percent of all .civilian employees of the . 
Government now work in the National Mili- 
tary Establishment, which ts but one of 10 


reguiar départments. It is a nice, safe and 
secute living for lots of people, but some- 
what expensive for the taxpayer. 


Neither Mr. Hoover nor Sen. Byrd propose to 
eliminate or curtail existing welfare activities 
of the Government, according to their recently 
enunciated public views. They propose to get 
economies in administration by reorganizing and 
regrouping agencies that administer them, as 
well as through more efficient administrative 
practices in other agencies constituting the gen- 
eral civilian government. ; 

Through recommendations of the Hoover 
Commission on Reorganization gf the Govern- 
ment, the ex-President says that administrative 
costs of the National Defense Establishment can 
be reduced $2,000,000,000 annually. Secretary 
of Defense Louis A. Johnson says a billion dol- 
lars of such savings already is in sight. Mr. 


Hoover proposes to save $2,000,000,000 more by 
reducing duplication and waste in civilian gov- 
ernment functions in the nine other regular de- 
partments and special agencies. The blueprinted 
recommendations have gone to Congress, with 
action already on a few and others waiting for 
action in the next session. 

Sen. Byrd’s detailed budget proposals, which 
call for a budget for the 1951 fiscal year begin- 
ning next July 1 of $36,000,000,000 as compared 
with $42,200,000,000 for the current year, would 
contemplate a reduction of $5,000,000,000 in de- 
fense, past war and “cold war” expenditures— 
the Military Establishment, foreign aid and vet- 
erans care and around $3,000,000,000 in the ci- 
vilian government, including social welfare agen- 
cies. Economies in national defense, veterans’ 
and civilian functions would be through elimina- 
tion of unnecessary. administrative personnel and 
more efficient administrative practices. As his 
model for a budget in prosperous peacetimes, the 
Virginia Senator uses actual expenditures for 
1948, a prosperous peacetime year, which were 
$34,200,000,000. He has upped this slightly for 
1951. 


Pointing out that Secretary of Defense 
“Johnson already has reduced civilian per- 
sonnel in national defense by more than 
125,000, Sen. Byrd says this could be re- 
duced by 200,000 and still keep one civilian 
employee for every two and a half men in 
uniform, which would seem te be enough. 


In their emphasis on the opportunity for 
economy in the vast civilian personnel of the 
Military Establishment, Mr. Hoover and Sen. 
Byrd have offered a realistic approach to the 
problem of Government “spending.” It contrasts 
with the loose talk of those who merely would 
use “spending” as an excuse to choke the Gov- 
efnment’s welfare programs which, while com- 
paratively minor in the whole picture, can con- 
tribute to our national security “by reducing in- 
equities in our system that provide effective 
ammunition for hostile propaganda.’ This was 
so well pointed out in a searching report on 
“national security and individual freedom” by 
the Committee for economic development.

The Gridiron Club is the only society of its 
kind in the world. There are many imitations, 
clubs of state house and city hall reporters and 
so forth, which get up charades and other ama- 
teur theatricals once a year and ridicule Gover- 
nors, mayors and commissioners, but the Grid- 
iron was original and its equivalent does not exist 
in any other national capital, commanding, usual- 


ly and traditionally, the presence of the King, 


Prime Minister or other chief of state. 


The Gridiron exists to give two banquets 
@ year, but the purpose of the banquets is 
the deeper reason for the existence of the 
club. That purpose, from the beginning, has 
been to promote acquaintance between the 
press on one hand and the statesmen and 
bureaucrats of our Government and some of 
the representatives of other governments. 


The Gridiron was organized in 1885 when the 
ress, until] then a small force in Washington, 
had begun to infuriate members of Congress and 
bureaucrats who had been caught in flagrancies 
and denounced by reporters. That was the bar- 
barian era when grafters got away with colossal 
swipes. It could have been thought that the ex- 
poses and the establishment of a great corps of 
correspondents would put a stop to graft. This 
has not been accomplished. 

When the Gridiron was organized, Congress 
didn’t want a press gallery and inquiries by re. 
porters were regarded as impudence. So the 

dinners were arranged as informal hu- 
manizing conventions to get both parties a little 
drunkee and establish confidence and friendship. 
But the dinners of today are formal banquets to 
which it is an honor to be invited. Members 
of Congress and others, such as lobbyists, who 
have tried to traffic in invitations have been 
quietly ostracized and it is bad form to offer a 
— some advantage in return for an invita- 

on.

So, when he heard of the row, he made inquiries, 
got the truth and broke the story as news.

by its bootstraps. 


The island is achieving the impossible by defying both gravity 


and pessimism. 

“Operation 
code name of the efforts being 
made by the Puerto Rican In- 
dustrial Development Company, 
is almost an unique adventure 
in this day of looking to Wash- 
ington for handouts. 

Started in 1942 by the present 
Governor of the Island, a big, 
burly former New York World 
reporter named Luis Munoz Ma- 
rin, and run by a brilliant Puer- 
to Rican named Teodoro T. Mos- 
coso, the development company 
is turning a drowsy sugar-patch 
into a thriving scene of multiple 
industries. 


The company, backed by

In the Washington, D. C., Union Station there’s a mural- 
painted phrase, “The: farm, the best place for a home... 
the foundation of civilized society.” 


Real proof of this was amply 
shown and expressed in a lunch- 
eon meeting honoring two State 
winners in the Georgia 1949 liv- 
ing room and kitchen improve- 
ment contest. 

Mrs. H. V. Franklin, Bullock 
County, was named winner in 
the living room improvement 
contest and received a $200 gift 
certificate from Rich’s, Inc., as 
an award for her work. 

A 50-year-old Methodist par- 
sonage kitchen at Holbrook 
Camp Ground, Cherokee Coun- 
ty, won the kitchen improve- 
ment contest and received a 
choice of a major electrical ap- 
pliance from Georgia Power 
Company. 

The material improvement 
made in the homes of more than 
a thousand women who entered 
the contest has great value.
